Tho death of Queen Victoria seemed to 


overshadow all other eorrow last week, and 
consequently little notice, comparatively 
speaklng,~wa* taken of the death of one 
of Pennsylvania'* pnrett jurists, ex-Odlef 
Justice Jane* P. Btenett, formerly of 
Pittuburff, which occurred on the same 
day as the Queen'* demise. Judge Ster- 
rett served his full term on the Supreme 
Bench. He was every inch a Judge., So 
qniet, orderly, austere, but always atten- 
tive and polite. He wa* a good listener, 
gave every advocate an audience with ex- 
treme patience and forbearance—especially 
if he thought the speaker was wrong. His 
opinion* were always clear and foraibly 
expressed. When the Quay caee was be- 
fore him on a motion to take the trial 
from the court* and juries of Philadel- 
phia, no one could tell which way his mind 
inclined; but when the opinion of the 
Court, written by him, came out, he said: 
"We believe that a perfectly fair trial can 
be had before a perfectly fair Court and 
fair jury in Philadelphia," the people 
were satisfied. And hi* calmness and his 
dignified expression of confidence did 
much to loathe the overheated and ex- 
oited Philadelpblan*, and had the effect of 
tempering the mad wave of persecution 
prevailing-in Philadelphia against Quay. 
The press of that eity.*eemed to have lost 
all sense of reason and justice; violated 
all the amenities and proprieties of good 
oltlzenihlp In hounding the prosecution 
on to convict the Senator. But this mad 
frenzy expended itself and evoked Qaay'* 
triumphant acquittal. Sterrett was^ se- 
rene, for he was great. There was no'im- 
patlence in his movement*. He did not 
look up a case and decide it before hand, 
and thus set hi* mind against conviction. 
Like a jury selected because the minds of 
the juror* are unprejudiced and clear of 
all impressions in favor of one side or the 
other, he took up the case before him and 
acted upon it with no preconceived opin- 
ion* a* to what hi* decision should or 
would be. He was one of the ablest judge* 
we ever had.

good Queen Victoria passed away like a 
many another good old soul, the newspa 
per* spoke of her demise as if it were some- 
thins the like of which never happened 
before.

excitement before all the land as that of 
the election of Quay.

At the age of 18 she was 
of inch delicate health that a doctor told 
her she could not live' more than six 
months longer. The doctor may have told 
her the truth. Living in the ordinary way 
with weak lungs, she might have died as 
he predicted, but from that moment she 
began to live according to system, and 
held death at arm's length for eighty-seven 
yean. She lived sensible, protected her 
weak spots, avoided cold*, ate regularly 
and moderately. Especially noteworthy 
wa* her statement that ehe owed much to 
having always preserved an even temper 
and a cheerful disposition, and that she 
never worried about her physical condition. 
She trained herself not to look on the dark 
side of life. She made it a point always 
to be occupied with something-useful and 
cheerful, thus utterly banishing worry 
from her presence. A* to her diet, the 
main thing with her was to have the food 
suitable in kind and sufficient in quantity 
to meet the need* of her body. She ate 
tegularly and, what to her was" more im- 
portant, moderately. To these things she 
attributed the secret of her health and 
long life.
